Story Of Exploitation 
■ And Greed 

"IV*^ clly of Kaslorn Canada can 
prosper unlcan the prcHsIng and 
ever-lncrnnslng problems of Western 
Canada nro simrdlly solved," staled Mr, 
M, .r, Coldwell at llie beginning oC tliu 
address at the ' I'tioplo'd Forum laal 
Mlghl. 

Formerly a echooltcaclior ot Iloginn, 
Rnckatchewnn, Mr, Coldwell wiui edu- 
cated nl Axmlnstcr Cnllogo In Englnml. 
Ho wna rlectrd four llinos lo the Clly 
Council of Reglna, later campaigned 
for Iho FodernI government and, after 
a series ot difflcultloR, wuh olectcl lo 
tho Federal house as a member of the 
C.C.F. party.' 

Taking as the main theme of his ad- 
dress that Iho conditions of the West 
must seriously affect tlio whole outlook 
of Canada, especially thlFi I^aatiMn in- 
dustrial part, the .Speaker atrossed tho 
enormous debt with Which tho West In 
burdened. "Fitly yours nfo, exploita- 
tion In Western Cljinadu waa e.\tremoly 
rapid, coinciding with a similar expon- 
sion throughout the world." Tho peak 
of this expansion ^^us reached in 1010- 
r.'. Tlie C.P.n., built on tho exploita- 
tion ol the West several years before, 
greatly altered' tho whole outlook ot 
tho Prairie Provinces, for Iwcnty-flvo 
million acres ot land were allotted, with 
lu.\ exemption, for tlio use ot the rail- 
way. Tho trouble proceeds from the 
fact that settlement of tho West was 
undirected, tho people having no knowl- 
edge of chemical properties ot the soli, 
and Uttlo money with which to experi- 
ment. . In fact, much of this, land was 
unfit, originally, iTin' 'eiilltvaUbn; and 
the .settlers mortgaged it heavily be- 
cause credit was easily obtained, though 
this unwise speculation was concealed 
by tho Great War. 

From 1000-14 cultivation was rapid, 
however, and the expansion seemed tin' 
limited. With the war, Russia faded 
from tho picture, creating a shortage of 
wheal, thus Canada, the Argentine, 
Australia and the U.S.A. cultivated 
rapidly. After the war this huge pro 
duction did not cease, and even though 
Uussia Is entirely out ot tho picture at 
tho moment until she has .a sufficient 
.surplus lo take caie ot war or famine, 
the Increase was entirely unwarranted 
by the governments, who urged it as 
a means to decrease debt. In 1013 the 
world's ayorago wheat production was 
olghty-flvo million bushels, and In lOUlt 
It had risen to one hundred and twenty 
million bushels. ('i'hCHO figures exclude 
llURsIa). The result ot this incieasc 
wu's felt III .l!i;!-, when the price of 
wheat fell to the lowest level In four 
hundred years. It was ,sold nt twonly- 
fivo cents per bushel; and It has been 
calcuhiled that wheat cannot bo raised 
fof IcH.s tlum Olio dollar per bUHliel. Tho 
Nui'iilu.s tliUH iiccuiiiiilitlcd cuuld have 
Huppllcd Iho whole world for n year and 
a half. Now, In JOIHI, nftor an appal- 
ling cro|> falluro, this surplus Is being 
used, hill, Ironlciilly enough, tho snmo 
people who suffered In W.Vl are Sitiffer- 
Ing now. 

ThoHu conditions cuniiol bo rcnioiilod 
by a laisse/.-fali'u iiielhod, fur another 
good crop would result In oxactly the 
same uui pliis ns In lOII'J. Yet It Is not 
tho fariiicr's fault, for ho was driven 
by financial condltlnii's lo wrest every 
PoshIIiIc Iiii.sIii'I liiiiii lint .soil, Thu rail- 
ways, alNO a very inipurliinl part of the 
prtibloiu nf the West, can never bo 
aliuiidoncd, for sclllcrH havo eslnbllshud

"Xolse, nine times out ot ten, is un- 
neccsiîary, and can be decreased by the 
intelligent use of science, Icsisl.ition 
and the pre.ss," said Professor H. E. 
Reilley in his talk on "Scientific I'rob- 
lems of Kolse Abatement" which he 
gave in the Physics building last Fri- 
day afternoon. 

"When wc consider that even the 
Greeks had their noise problems, wo 
can realize that the subject is not a" 
modern one. Great men of literature, 
such ns Carlylf,. Spencer, . anil Mark 
Twain, could not stand noise, and In- 
vented ways and means to avoid It. 
.Man through the ages has tried to get 
away from excessive noise." 

Noise affects tho human being in 
varlou.s way.-^. .stiitcd the !i|<ciikcr. Ho 
may tliink tlutt he gel.', used to it, but 
actually is a constant source of an- 
noyance, as Is proved by medical and 
scloiitiric men. Men who drive taxis 
and trucks are found to bo deaf to u 
certain dottieo, although they iiuty not 
iclai/e It tliiMnsclve.s. Tlioso who work 
in factories and who ^ are constantly 
t».bjccle(l to nolso do not work at 
ina.xiniuni efficiency.

Why did the City it.-cH' 
have to initiate thin canijjai^n and why ai'e 
there Jiot jiioie utlempt.-i on tliu part of the 
public to make the cu-itoms of this com- 
munity neuter and its /tppearance tidier. 
Not that Montreul can be called a diity or 
drab city. JJut it cannot be called .siJoUes.s- 
ly clean in i onipari.von with «uch citie.s as 
Berlin, itio de Jaiiieio or Suit Luke City oi' 
even our own Victoria, B.C., or Toronto. 

The mo.st (.'ffective way these improve-

l^^raost other roroi in.s, is by the j)re.ssure of 
public opinion. Lot us see if wi ; :i; 'ir>! ;i.s 
individuals, attempt to make Montjeal a 
beti^c in .which to live. . .
